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Response to Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments filed 2/12/07 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues: 

1) Christiansen considers the master devices in equal 
priority and combining the teachings of Arramreddy would change 
the principle of operation of the primary reference (second full 
paragraph of page 4 of applicants remarks) ; and 

2) Arramreddy fails to teach the masters are considered as 
a group and attributing highest priority to any master with data 
ready (4 th and 5 th full paragraph of page 4) . 

As per argument 1, the Examiner disagrees.. Christiansen does 
not teach the devices have equal priority as argued by the 
applicant. Christiansen teaches, at liens 34-40 of column 5, a 
plurality of devices of a first priority and at least one device 
of a second priority. Since Christiansen clearly teaches 
considering the masters with different levels of priority, the 
principle operation is not destroyed. 

As per argument 2, the Examiner disagrees. At lines 4-19 of 
column 4, the arbitration system of Arramreddy considers all of 
the masters and determines which ones have I/O requests for 
specified targets. Arramreddy then assigns a highest priority 
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to masters that have I/O requests and have data ready (see lines 
16-19 of column 4) .
